HERE As large Quantities of Logs, and other Timber, 
Shingles, and Staves are floated down the ſaid River, and 
in a Secret Manner are Taken up, and Clandeſtinely Diſpoſed 
of, ſo that it's very Difficult in the commom Courſ of 

the Law to Prove the ſame ; ſo that great Loſs, and Damage thereby 

bappens to the Owners thereof. | : 


Which to Prevent ; 


Be it Enacted by the Eovernour, Council, and Repreſentatives, in 
Seneral Court Allembled, and by the WUuthozicy of che ſane, 
That when any Perſon, or Perſons ſhall Take up any Logs, Timber, 
Shingles, dr Staves floating, or flogted down the ſaid River, tne Logs, 
and Timber fairly being Marked, and the Shingles, and Staves Bund- 
led up, he ſhall tite Seiſe, or well Secure the ſame; and that within 
one Week next after his, or their Taking up, Stopping, and Seiſing 
the ſame, Enter the ſame with the Kind, Bigneſs, Length, and Marks 
of the Logs, and Timber ; the Number of Bundles, and the Kind of 
the Shingles, and Staves, and by whom Taken up, and the Places 
where they lye, with ſuch Clerk, or Clerks where Strays, and loſt Goods 
are by Raw to be Enter d; and ſhall let ſuch Logs, Timber, Shingles, 
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Rhode-Iſland Bills, &c. 
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and Staves lye, without Diſpoſing thereof, or any ways Defacing the 
Marks thereon, full Six Months after the firſt Entering the ſame; on 
Penalty ot Forfeiting, and Paying to the Owner, or Owners of ſuch Logs, 
Timber, Shingles, or Staves, viz, the Sum of Ten Shillings for every 
Log, or other Stick of Timber not exceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and 
double the Value of ſuch Shingles, or Staves ; and Tex Pounds for every 
Log, or other Stick of Timber which exceeds Thirty Feet in Length : 
And every Perſon, or Perſons Taking up, Safe Securing, and Bntering, any 
Logs, Timber, Shingles, or Staves ſhall be Entitled to a Fee of One 
Shilling, and Twwo-pence for Taking, Seiſing, and Entering any Log, 
or Stick of Timber not Exceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and the 
ſame Sum for every Bundle of Shingles, or Staves : Three-pence whereof 
ſhall be allowed and paid to the Clerk for Entering the ſame ; and Four 
Shillings, and Ttoo- pence for every Log, or Stick of Timber which Ex- 
ceeds that Length; Three-pence whereof to be paid to the Clerk, as 
aforeſaid. | ; 

And that no Owner, or Owners of ſuch Logs, Timber, Shingles, or 


Staves ſhall Take away any ſuch Logs, Timber, Shingles, or Staves - 


Taken up, Secur'd, and Enter'd, as aforeſaid, until he has paid the Fees 
aforeſaid, on Penalty of Forfeiting, and Paying to him, or them that Took 
up, Secur*d, and Enter'd the ſame, as aforeſaid, the Sum of 7 en Shillings 
for each Log, or Stick not Exceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and the 
Value of the Shingles, and Staves, ſo Taken up, Secur'd, and tnter'd, as 
aforeſaid, and Five Pounds for each Log, or Stick of Timber above 
Thirty Foot Long. 8 

And if no Owner appear to Challenge, and make out his Claim thereto 
within Six Months next after the Entering thereof, it ſhall, and may be 
Lawful for him, or them that Took up, Secur'd and Enter'd the fame to 
Diſpoſe thereof to his, or their awn Uſe without being Accountable to 
the Owners therefor. & 

And when any Diſpute ſhall ariſe in any Action brought on this AR, 
it ſhall, and may be Lawful for the Court, Aſſiſtant, or Juſtice of the 
Peace before whom the Trial may be, to proceed to Examine the 
Parties under Oath, and all other Evidence produced ; and to make 
up ſuch Judgment therein as to them ſhall appear Equitable and Juſt. 
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An Act to prevent the Bills of Credit, lately Emitted 
by the Colony of Rhode-Iland, and Providence 
Plantations, paſſing in this Colony. 


BE ig Enacted by the Governour, Council, and Repreſentatives, in

Be (t Enacted by the Eovernour, Council, and Repreſentativeg in 
General Court Aſſembled, and by rhe Authozity of the Came, 
That if any Perſon ſhall bring into any Town in this Colony either by 
Land, or Water, from any Place Infected with the Small-Pox, or any 
other Mortal Contagious Diſeaſe, any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, 
and Land them, or Expoſe them to Sale, without Liberty from Two, or 
more of the Select. Men of ſaid Town firſt had, and Obtained in Writing 
under their Hands, ſuch Perſon ſhall Forfeit the Sum of Twenty Pounds 
Money: One half of ſaid Penalty to the Informer who ſhall Proſecute 
the ſame to Effe& : The other half to the Treaſury of the Town in which 


ſuch Goods are Landed, or Expoſed to Sale. 


Be it further Enacted by the Autbo2fty afozeſaid, That it ſhall be the 
Duty of the Sele&-Men, upon Application to them made, to make ſpeedy 
Examination whether it be neceſſary to Air ſuch Goods, Wares, or Mer- 


chandize brought in as aforeſaid ; and if they Judge it not Neceſſary

Panther within the Bounds of any Town in this Colony, he ſhall have 
* Three Pounds paid out of the Publick Treaſury of this Colony; and 
© eyery Engliſþ Man that ſhall Kill, and Deſtroy any Wolf, or Panther ſhall 
© have Twenty Shillings paid by ſuch Town in whoſe Bounds ſuch Wolf, 
© or Panther was Killed; and half ſo much for every Wolf's Whelp. 


Jr is therefoze Enacted, and Reſolved by this Aſſembly, That the 
Whole of ſaid Præmia for the Killing of Wolves, and Panthers, ſhall 
be paid out of the Publick Treaſury of this Colony, any Law, Uſage, 
or Cuſtom to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
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
